HELP REACHES SCENE 


TOO LATE FOR RESCUE 


Physicians, Present at the 


‘Park, Work Desperately to 


“Wife and Little Child. 


* Shortly before 1:30 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon J. Scott Bates, of 11 Western 
avenue, met death by drowning in the 
Jake at Piedmont park. His death is 
thought to have been accidental. 
Bates had gone to the park, accom- 
panied by two other men. They arrived 
before the lake was opened to the pub- 
lic. In fact, it was about 1:30 o’clock, 
or a little before, when they walked 
up to the lake. 
-- Very few people were in the park, as 
the time for opening the lake to the 
public js 2 o'clock. The three men 
walked around the bathhouse, all ef 
which were locked, stopping on the 
bank near one of the deep places. 
Bates, according to Officer Wilson and 
others, while fully dressed, jumped into 
the lake. He swam out for a short dis- 
tance, apparently headed for the other 
side and then turned to come back. On 
iis way in to shore he weakened and 


then sank. 

Rescue is Attempted. 
“Officer Wilson, who was standing 
near the bathhouse, ran to one of the 
life savers’ boats, both of which were 
tied, as the life savers had not come 
on duty, and with a grappling hook 
went to the rescue. He arrived too 
late to save the drowning man, but 
gucceeded, with the aid of others, in 
the bank.

‘He is survived by his wife and two 
small children, Willie, aged 12, and 
Tv. P., aged 8 He also leaves one sis- 
ter, Mrs. Annie Montgomery, of At- 
lanta.

’ J. Oscar Cochran, manager of parks, 
anid of the accident: “From informa- 
tion furnished me by Officer Wilson, 
of the park force, and others who saw

Through an arrangement just made 
by The Constitution and the Young 
Men’s Christian association, an oppor- 
tunity is now offered to every man and 
boy over 12 years old in Atlanta, who 
cannot swim, to learn how, free of 
all cost. 

At the Y. M, C. A. here are two great 
swimming pools, and four expert swim- 
ming teachers, headed by Physical Di- 
rector A. K. Franklin. The others are 
George W. Mackey, George F. Banber 
and W. C. Hunter. 

These men, not only expert swim- 
mers themselves, but students of the 
art and proficient in the teaching of 
novices, guarantee to be able to teach 
any man or boy how to swim in three 
lessons. Ordinarily such instruction, 
though well worth the money, is given 
at a cost beyond the reach of many; 
but under The Constitution’s arrange- 
ment with the association, the three

lessons may be had at a cost only of 
clipping out three coupons which will 
appear in early issues of The Consti- 
tution, and presenting them to the 
office of the Y. M. C. A, In return 
for these three coupons will be issued 
a ticket entitling the holder to the 
three free swimming lessons. No cou- 
pon will be acceped, it should be borne 
in mind, after June 22, and the swim- 
ming lessons will begin June 26. 

The Y. M. C. A. is equipped to give 
instruction for the three lessons to 
more than 2,000 men and boys, and 
it is expected that, with such an op- 
portunity thrown open to them, hun- 
dreds of Atlantans will fail to avail 
themselves of it. Only men and boys 
who cannot swim at all will be ad- 
mitted to the classes, the idea being

It is pointed out by experts; and by 


everybody who ever has learned to 


'swim, that after mastering the art of 


keeping afloat and making progress in 
the water, the rest comes easily. Sim- 
ply to provide this initial skill is 
all that is aimed at in these lessons. 

Argument in favor of swimming 
would be superfluous here, because 
that is supplied, tragically, at every 
watering place, every “ol’ swimmin’ 
hole” each summer, and every account 
of loss of Hife by shipwreck appear- 
ing almost daily in the newspapers. 
Statistics show that America pays 
about 6,000 lives annually as the price 
of its boating and bathing season, and 
it is safe to say that the great ma- 
jority of these people lose their lives 
solely because of somebody’s—their 
own or their companions'—inability to 
swim.

LOSSES OF GERMANY 
TOTAL 224,586 MEN 


Of the Number 734,412 Were 
Killed—Losses in Sea Fights 
Are Not Included. 


i. 


London, June 11.—Germany up to 
the end of May had lost 2,924,586 sol- 
diers, of whom 734,412 were killed, ac- 
cording to a British. official tabulation 
of the German casualty lists, given 
out here today. The compilation did 
not include German losses in naval 
engagements or in the fighting in the 
German colonies. 

The British officials statement quotes 
the German official casualty lists for 
the month of May as placing the total 
German losses in killed, prisoners and 
wounded at 102,507. This, it is point- 
ed out, brings the German total losses, 
exclusive of naval and colonial casual- 
ties, to 2,924,586. 

The German figures in the May list, 
as enumerated in the British account, 
are as follows: 

Dead, 22,471; wounded, 72,075; pris- 
oners and missing, 7,961; total, 102,507.

Bandits Take 83 Horses and 
Two Cowboys — Cowboys

Laredo, Texas, June 11.—Fifteen Mex- 
ican bandits early today attacked four 
er:ployees on the T. A. Coleman ranch 
at San Samuel, forty miles northwest 
of Laredo, drove the ranmchmen from 
the corral and escaped across the Rio 
Grande with 83 horses. 

The same party of Mexicans, it is 
reported, raided the Johnson and Cole- 
man ranch in the same vicinity and 
captured two American cowboys, 
George Conover and Arthur Myers. 

A company of cavalry has been sent 
to the scene. 

Conover and Myers were released aft- 
er being taken a short distance by the 
Mexicans, and reached Palafox, Texas, 
50 miles from Laredo, late today un- 
harmed. Conover and Myers at Pala- 
fox tonight said they had not been mis- 
treated by the Mexicans, having been 
merely held prisoners for a short time.

A few votes are expected to be cast 
for some -favorite sons for the vice 
presidential place, but party 
predict the other names will be with- 
drawn and 
shall’s renomination, like that of Pres- 
ident Wilson, will be made by accla- 
mation. 

There Will Be Ne Hitch. 

“We are herd to ratify the desire of 
the democratic party,’ said National 
Chairman McCombs tonight. ‘There 
might be a fight if we could hold the 
convention in Europe. It’s a certainty 
there will be no fight here. The pro- 
gram is all arranged and there sheuld 
be no. hitch.” 

Senator Stone, of Missouri, arrived 
tonight, bringing what was said to be 
a draft of the party platform with its 
main planks sketched in detail by 
President Wilson. Senator Stone is 
Slated to be chairman of the resolu- 
tions committee, and it is understood 
that the:committee will put President 
Wilson’s ideas on certain planks in 
winitten form and adopt other planks 
bearing on preparedness and foreign 
policy just as they have been written 
by the president. 

Woman suffragists who led the fight 
for a suffrage plank in the republican 
platform are ready to wage a similar 
campaign for a suffrage plank in the 
democratic platform. Members on the 
committee from the suffrage states are 
expected to lend their aid. 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, president 
of the National Woman Suffrage asso- 
ciation, is here with other leaders of 
the movement to direct the fight. 
Democratic national committeemen say 
there are indications that the party 
will take a position on suffrage simi- 
lar to that of the republicans—that is 
a declaration in principle for suffrage, 
but leaving it a matter for the states 
to determine. 

The leaders now here do not expect 
any sustained fight for a prohibition 
plank. 

Bryan May Start Figkt. 

There were unconfirmed reports to- 
night that William J. Bryan, though 
not a delegate, wouid find some way 
to precipitate a fight on the prepared- 
ness plank, but none of his friends 
were in a position to say how he might 
touch on the issue im a convention in 
which he is not a delegate. Mr. Bryan 
will only be able to address the con- 
vention with the unanimous consent of 
its 1,092 delegates and he may not 
occupy a seat on the floor of the con- 
vention unless both a delegate and 
his alternate retire and give him their 
proxy. 

Work on preparations of the con- 
vention hall is being rushed and the 
national committee is confident it will 
be ready for the first session. Day and 
night carpenters and decorators are at 
work at the oOliseum. Nearly 12,000 
seats have been provided for the dele- 
gates, alternates, press, guests and 
spectators and the demand for tickets 
has far outrun the eupply. The na- 
tional committee has threatened with 
arrest any one found speculating in 
tickets. A local committee that sub- 
scribed heavily to the fund that brought 
the convention to St. Louis has set 
a price of $60 for a ticket for the 
week. 

Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tam- 
many Hall, with several members of 
the New York delegation, was expect- 
ed here late tonight. The main body 
of the delegation and Tammany men, 
numbering nearly a thousand, will 
come on special trains Tuesday. Tam- 
many is Soneene, the largest contingent 
of any state. “he New York men are 
especially interested in the keynote 
speech to be delivered by former Gov- 
ernor -Glynn, of New York, as tem- 
porary chairman.

WILSON APPROVES 
CONVENTION PLANS. 


Washington, June 11.—President Wil- 
son today put his final approval on 
plans for the democratic national cone 
vention at St. Louis. After attending 
church with Mrs. Wilson in the morn- 
ing he spent the afternoon and even- 
ing conferring with democratic lead- 
ers, 

Secretary Baker, who will be a dele- 
ate to the convention, saw the presi- 
ent twice, and Dudley Field Malone, 

collector of customs at New York, also 

conferred with him. Secretary Baker 
will leave for St. Louis tomorrow night 
and will be one of the president's per- 
sonal representatives at the convention. 

The Mexican plank in the democratic 
platform is giving administration of- 
ficials some concern because of the 
continued uncertainty of the situation, 
and the possibility that it will change 
before the election. It was understood 
today that the plank will emphasize 
the policy of the president of inter- 
fering as little as possible in the in- 
ternal affairs of Mexico. 

Although the president plans to se- 
lect a chairman of the democratic na- 
tional committee before the convention 
he had not made up his mind tonight. 
Homer Cummings, national commit- 
teeman from Connecticut and vice 
chairman of the committee, appeared 
to be the most likely choice. 

Administration officials expressed 
confidence that William J. Bryan would 
do nothing at the convention calculat- 
ed to interfere with the harmony of 
the party. Every effort will be made 
to satisfy all elements at St. Louis 
in order to present a united front. 

The present intention of the presi- 
is not to make any campaign 
trips, although he undoubtedly will 
make a number of speeches during the 
summer and autumn. In addition to 
the addresses hé will deliver Tuesday 
at West’ Point and here Wednesday, 
he already has accepted invitations to 
speak in New York June 30 and Were 
July 4 at the dedication of the new 
headquarters of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor.

RUSSIANS REPEAT 
Bib DRIVE OF 1914 


Present Advance Similar to 

That Which Marked Be- 
ginning of the War—Great 
Trial of Strength Yet to 
Come. 


Petrograd, June 11.—(Via London. )— 
The similarity between General Brusi- 
loff's advance in the past week and 
the Russian drive against the Aus- 
trians at the beginning of the war is 
generally commented upon here. One 
difference, however, is pointed out— 
that General Brusiloff’s initial blow 
has been considerably more effective 
and the retreat of the Austrians before 
it more precipitate than during the 
initial events of 1914. 

The net result of the week's opera- 
tions has surpassed the expectations 
of the most ardent believers in the 
southern leader’s ability. With up- 
ward of 72,000 prisoners (the latest 
official gtatements now. place the num- 
ber of prisoners at about 108,000), and 
immense booty and with the commu- 
nications between the Austrian armies 
around Czartorysk and Rafalowka and 
those in the neighborhood of Czerno- 
witz seriously threatened, there is 
great rejoicing. 

The military authorities regard the 
piercing of the Austrian line along the 
Stripa as perhaps of greater impor- 
tance than breaking through at Lutsk. 
Assuming that the Austrians, even 
with the aid of the Germans, are un- 
able to push the Russians back here, 
it will mean the Austrians themselves 
must fall back along the whole line 
northward and quickly in order. to 
maintain a formidable front. 

1914 Drive May Be Repeated. 

it is pomted out that an orderly re- 
treat with such gigantic armies is an 
extremely difficult task. Once they 
are on the move and with the Russians 
pounding at their rear, it is contend- 
ed the great drive of 1914 through Po- 
land and Galicia is likely to be re- 
peated. 


At the same time the military critics 
warn the people that the great trial 
of strength between General Busiloff 
and General von Linsingen is yet to 
come, and that it remains to be seen 
if the latter is able really to strike 
back effectively. They add that if the 
Russians succeed in holding what they 
have already gained, the Austrian 
Plans for the summer campaign have 
doubtless been effectively smashed. 

Géneral Brusiloff’s promptness in 
seizing advantages and following up 
the enemy forces is regarded as the 
highest evidence of the completeness 
of the Russian preparations. The pur- 
suit has been kept up day after day 
relentlessly with no signs of diminu- 
tion. 

Details of the fighting are stilMlack- 
ing except for meager accounts fil- 
tering in from wounded officers who 
have arrived at Kiev and Odessa. 
scenes of excitement in the trenches 
and villages, where the reserves were 
statf®6ned when the word of the pro- 
posed advance came on Saturday, June 
8, are told of by a captain of a Sibe- 
rian regiment. Where possible, reli- 
gious services were held. 

Stormed Austrian Positions. 

“Next day.” he continued. “after a 
tremendous ‘bombardment, first and 
second ever the third lines of Aus- 
trian trenches were easily taken. Our 


losses were light. But in the strong- 
est positions in the rear the enemy 
made a desperate stand with machine 
guns, bombs and previously prepared 
mines. Here we suffered more heavily. 
It was necessary to storm the positions, 
This our men did with splendid cour- 
age and determination. 

“As soon as we came within reach 
with the bayonet the Austrians gave 
up, whole companies throwing down 
their arms. They appeared to have na 
heart for bayonet work. 

“On we went, leaving heaps of dead 
behind. Sometimes we had to take 
defensive positfons against counter at- 
tacks. My corps withstood eight in 
succession, repulsing them and then 
charging again. Through the breaches 
in their front our cavalry poured, in 
some instances riding into the demor- 
alized rear, slashing, spearing and yell- 
ing like demons as they rode. 

“Entire regiments of Austrians were 
cut off and surrendered. There was a 
coimtinuous stream of prisoners day and 
night toward the Russian rear. Among 
the prisoners were many German- 
speaking officers and a thousand Ger- 
man soldiers who had been incorpo- 
rated in the Austrian regiments.” 

There are still no official reports of 
the Austrian, losses, but the estimates 
here, which are considered conserva- 
tive, place them at 200,000.

Washington, June 11.—Speaker Champ 
Clark issued statement today crit- 
cising the republicans for selecting a 
justice of the supreme court as candi- 
date for the presidency, and the pro- 
gressives for nominating Colonel 
Roosevelt “in violation of the two-term 
rule.” 

“If Colonel Roosevelt accepts the nom- 
ination of the Bull Moosers, Woodrow 
Wilson will win in a walk,” said the 
speaker. “If Colonel Roosevelt declines 
the nomination and supports Mr. Jus- 
tice Hughes, it will be what my Ken- 
tucky friends call a ‘hoss’ race, with 
the odds very much in favor of Wood- 
row Wilson.

108,000 PRISONERS 
TAKEN BY RUSSIANS 
SINCE DRIVE BEGAN 


Austrian Losses in Killed 
and Wounded Not Yet Es- 
timated — Vienna Admits 
That the Austrians Are 
Withdrawing Before “A 
Greatly Superior Enemy.” 


———_ 


London, June 11.—From the wooded 
region of southwest Russia to the Ru- 
manian frontier the Russians are keep- 
ing up their tremendous offensive 
against the Austro-Hungarians, who 
have been reinforced on several sectors 
by Germans. 

The advance of the Russians is no- 
table for the large number of prisone:s 
taken and the enormous captures of 
guns, machine guns, ammunition and 
other war stores. Im the week that 
has elapsed since they first threw their 
attacks against the aAvstrians, the 
Russians report that they have cap- 
tured approximately 108,000 officers and 
men and forced back the organized 
lines of their antagonists from the re- 
gion of the Volhynian fortress triangle 
to Rumania. 

Having previously captured Lutsk. 
the Russians now have retaken Dubno. 
the second of the fortresses in the Vo!- 
hynian triangle, and are pressing the 


[retreating Austrians westward. In Ga- 


lacia and Bukowina progress also has 
been made by the Russians. The Aus- 
trians admit the withdrawal of their 
forces in northeastern Bukowina. 

The Austrians all along the battle 
front are putting up a stubborn resist - 
ance, especially east of Kolkik, sout)}: 
of Lutsk, where the# have forced back 
Russian advanced elements across the 
Styr river, and in the region of Torgo- 
vitsy, on the Styr south of Lutsk. 
where a sanguinary battle is in proe- 
ress. , 


NO CHANGE 
AT VERDUN. 


Since Saturday night when three Ger- 
man infantry attacks against the 
French trenches of Hill 304 and other 
points in this sector were put down hv 
the French fire, bombardments alone 
having been tn progress in the fight - 
ing zone about Verdun. No changes 
in position have taken plade here or 
at any other potnt on the line in 
France and Belgium held by the 
French, British and Belgian troops. 
The British around Ypres have again 
been heavily shelled by the Germans. 

The Italians claim progress for their 
troops against the Austrians in the 
region between the Adigo and Brenta 
rivers southeast of Trent, and an- 
nounce the repulse, with heavy losses 
to the attackers, of Austrians endeav- 
oring to capture Monte Lemerle, south- 
west of Asiago. 

The British troops in German East 
Africa have captured the town of 
Mombo, in the Usambara district and 
the town of Bismarckburg, on Lake 
Tanganyika. 

An official British tabulation of Ger- 
man losses up to the end of May gives 
aggregate casualties of 2,924,586, of 
which 734,412 represents men killed. 
These losses are declared to be ex- 
clusive of those sustained in naval en- 
gagements and the fighting in the col- 
vnies. 


BIG RUSS DRIVE 
GATHERS FORCE. 


Petrograd, June 11.—(Via London.)— 
Continuing their offensive movement 
in Volhynia and Galicia, Russian troops 
yesterday took prisonér 409 officers and 
35,000 men, says the official statement 
issued here today. The Russians alsp 
captured thirty guns and an enormous 
quantity of booty. 

The army of General] Techitskyn 
alone, operating in the direction of 
Czernowitz, Bukowina, the statement 
adds, overwhelmed the Austro-Hunga- 
rians and took 18,000 prisoners. 

Since the present offensive was start- 
ed a week ago today the Russians have 
taken about 108,000 prisoners. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Our offensive in Volhynia, Galicia 
and Bukowina obtained fresh success- 
es yesterday. The enemy armies con- 
tinue to suffer enormous losses in 
prisoners alone. 

“The fierce attacks of our troops 
are rowing into our hands thousands 
upon thousands of prisoners and booty 
of all kinds, the exact estimation of 
which is as yet impossible. 

Vast Lot of Booty. 

“For instance, in a single sector on 
the enemy front we captured 21 search- 
lights, two convoys, 29 field kitchens, 
47 trains of machine guns, 12,000 
pood of barbed wire (a pood is equiva- 
lent to 36 pounds): 1,000 concrete

five bomb throwers. This makes the 
total trophies in the recent operations 
one general, 1,649 officers and more 
than 106,000 soldiers and 124 guns, 
180 machine guns and 68 bomb throw- 
ers. 

“Among the various episodes may be 
noted the plucky struggle of our young 
formation near Rojitche on the Styr 
near Lutsk. Here the Germans at- 
tempted to render assistance to the 
Austrians but by our infanry attack, 
delivered under cover of heavy artil- 
lery, they were dislodged from the 
town, losing more than 2,000 prisoners, 
two guns and some machine guns. Our 
troops pursued the retreating Germans. 

“Our forces operating in the region 
of Doubno (one of the fortresses com- 
prising the Volhynian triangle). cap- 
tured the town and fort and are on the 
enemy’s heels. Some Russian detach- 
ments, crossing the Ikwa river, have 
developed their offensive. A part of 
the Russians occupied the region of 
the village of Damidovka, on the Myl- 
noff-Berestetchno road, forcing ‘the 
enemy at his Mylnoff point ef support 
to surrender. Besides dislodging the 
enemy from his principal position north 
of Boutchatche, we took many prison- 
ers there, including the staff of an Aus- 
train battalion,and also captured a 
great quantity of arms. 

Pressing Fleeing Teutons. 

“We overthrew the enemy on the 
Stripa. Near Ossovitzie, north of Bourt- 
chatche, one of our regiments captured 


‘a complete battery of four 10-centi- 
metre mortars. 


“Despite the enemy’s desperate’ re- 
sistance, his violent flank and curtain 
together with the explosion of 
General Techitskyn’s troops 
captured an enmy position south of 
Dobronovtze, twenty versts northeast 
of Cazernowitz (Bukowina). In this re- 
gion alone we took as prisoners one 
general, 347 officers and 18,000 men and 
captured ten guns and at the time 
this report is dispatched prisoners are 
still coming in. 

“Southeast of Zale Szczyky by an en- 
ergetic coup we overthrew the enemy, 
who retreated. The enemy blew up 
the Yourkouts railway station. Turko- 
man cavalry charged the retreating 
enemy and turned his retreat into a 
disorderly rout. 

“In attempts to save the situation 


the enemy at many places made furi- 
ous counter attacks. Among others, 
at dawn Saturday in the region of 
Semki, east of Kolki, numerically su- 
perior enemy ,forces attacked our ad- 
vanced elements, and under cover of a 
concentration of their fire forced them 
back over the Styr. But the same 
day we arrested all ulterior develop- 
ments of this offense. 

“The enemy is resisting with espe- 
cial desperation in the region of Tor- 
govitsy, on «he Styr south of Lutsk, 
where he is fighting with sanguinary 
fury. 

“The total results of the violent at- 
tacks of our troops, carried out from 
the 4th to the 10th without giving the 
enemy a moment’s respite, place in 
strong relief the fact that they have 
forced the enemy’s organized lines on 
the vast front from the wooded region 


of southwest Russia to the Rumanian 
frontier.

superior enemy” in northeastern Buko- 
wina, where the fighting is extraordi- 
narily heavy. 


FRENCH REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS. | 


Paris, June 11.—Three German in- 
fantry attacks against French trenches 
on Hill 304 and the positions east of 
that elevation in the Verdun sector 
were completely checked last night by 
the French troops, says the official 
statement issued today. Two German 


|detachments penetrated the French ad- 


vanced trenches in the forest of Apre- 
mont, southeast of St. Mihiel, the state- 
ment adds, but were later ejected after 
hand-to-hand fighting. 

The statement follows: 

“Between the Oise and the Aisne our 
artillery destroyed an enemy work in 
the, woods of St. Marden. 

“In the Argonne the mine fighting 
continues to our advantage. At Haute 
Chevauchee, after we had exploded a 
small mine which destroyed enemy sub- 
terranean works, an explosion of two 
German mines produced a single crater, 
80 meters in diameter, the edge of 
which we occupied on three sides. 

“On the front north of Verdun there 
was intense artillery fighting on the 
banks of the Meuse. On the left bank 
two enemy assaults upon our posi- 
tions on Hill 304 and another east of 
this hill were completely checked. 
There was no infantry action on, the 
right bank. In the forest of Apremont 
two small enemy detachments which 
had penetrated elements of our ad- 
vanced trenches were ejected with loss- 
es after a hand-to-hand combat. 

“In the Vosges the enemy, after a 
violent bombardment, succeeded _ in 
reaching our trenches south of Col 
Sainte Marie. A hand grenade counter 
attack launched by us’7 immediately 
drove them back.” 

The official communication issued 
by the war office tonight reads: 

“On the front, north of Verdun, no 
infantry action was 
the course of the day. Our artillery 
actively counter shelled the German 
batteries, which bombarded particular- 
ly in the region of the Thiaumont farm 
and west of Fort Vaux. 

“The day was calm on the rest of 
the front except in Champagne, where 
the artillery action took on a character 
of great intensity in the sector of Ta- 


hure., 

“The Belgian communication: ‘The 
day was calm, but there were a few 
actions with artillery and bomb throw- 
ers on the southern part of our front.’ 

“Situation from June 4 to June 190: 
The action commenced’ June 1 on a 
front of five kilometers from Thiau- 
mont farm to the village of Damloup, 
inclusive, was continued with extreme 
violence during the whole week from 
the 4th to the 10th. More than six

‘On the left bank of the Meuse at- 
tacks on Hilb 304 were repulsed on 
June 4, in the night of June 8-9 and 
especially in the day of the 9th, on 
which the enemy made several attempts 
with the employment of bomb throw~ 
ers.” 


FIGHTING VIOLENT, 
GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, June 11.—(Via London.)—Vio- 
lent artillery fighting ‘s in progress 
on both sides of the: Meuse north of 
Verdun, according to the German of- 
ficial statement today. The Germans 
have added three cannon and seven 
machine guns to the booty taken by 
them on the east bank of the river. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Western theater: On both sides of 
the Meuse there was violent artillery 
fighting. The booty announced yes- 
terday from the fighting on the east 
bank of the river was further increas- 
ed by three cannon and seven machine 
guns. 

“West of Markirch (15 miles north- 
west of Colmar) a German patrol pene- 
trated the French trenches and took 
one officer and seventeen men pris- 
oners.

Rome, June 11.— (Nia WLondon.) — 
Austro - Hungarian troops, 12,000 
Strong, yesterday attacked in massed 
formation the Italian positions on 
Monte Lemirle, but were repulsed with 
heavy losses, says the Italian official 
Statement today. The Italian offen- 
Sive recently started between the Adige 
river and Brenta, the statement adds, 
is making progress at several points. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Yesterday the enemy concentrated 
his efforts against the narrow sector 
of our front southwest of Asiago,

STEAMERS OF THE AIR | 


SAID TO BE PROBABLE 


Washington, June 11.—Navy depart- 
ment experiments indicate that steam- 
driven seaplanes may solve the motor 
problem of air navigation. Many offi- 
cers believe that only the question 
of getting the weight of the steam 
plant down to the lowest possible fig- 
ure remains to be answered before a 
steamer of the air is constructed and 
tried out. 

Experimental work was begun many 
months ago and an improvised plant, 
consisting of a boiler similar to those 
used in steam automobiles, and a com- 
pact turbine has been thoroughly test- 
ed. Those in charge of the work will 
not discuss it further than to say that 
they are very hopeful of a successful 
outcome. 

Steam equipment would guarantee 
constancy of power upon which aero- 
planes depend for stability. Most ac- 
cidents to aviators, it is pointed out, 
have been due to failure of motors. 
Steam turbines also would provide 
power far in excess of anything now 
obtainable with gasoline engines, it is 
said, a factor vital to the navy, since 
seaplanes are much heavier than areo- 
planes for service over land.

The con- 
ference was attended by delegates from 
more than twenty statés and decisive 
action was taken to resist the enforce- 
ment of the Federal Reserve Board’s 
order. 

Among the returning delegates who 
i stopped in Atlanta last night were 
Charles B. Lewis, president of the 
‘Fourth National bank, of Macon, who 
|is also president of the Georgia Bank- 
‘ers’ association; Rufus H. Brown. 
_ cashier of the Georgia Railroad bank, 
of Augusta, first vice president of the 
: bankers’ association, and J. F. Lewis, 
‘president of the Citizens’ bank, of Val- 
dosta. 


Resolutions Passed. 

The resolutions adopted by the St. 
Louis conference without a dissenting 
voice were: as follows: 

“Whereas, at a conference of bankers from 
twenty states, held in the city of St. Louis, 
June 10, 1916, it was the unanimous opinion 
that the proposed system of country-wide 
clearing of checks, as promulgated by the 
federal reserve board, in its order of May 
1, to be put into operation July 15, is un- 
wise, unnecessary, economically unsound, 
and, in its last analysis, prejudicial to the 
best interests of general business, therefore 


it 

‘Resolved, That this conference, while 
fully appreciating that the federal reserve 
board, in performance of its duty, proposes 
to carry out the provisions of section 16 of 
\the federal reserve act, as interpreted by 
its counsel, nevertheless, hereby expresses 
its disapproval of the plan as embodied in 
the said order, agd the chairman and secre- 
tary of this conf#®rence are hereby instruct- 
edl to send a telegram to the federal reserve 
board at Washington respectfully urging 
that execution of the said order be deferred 
until a judicial interpretation can be secur- 
ed, as should be done in a matter of this 
magnitude. 

“Resolved, further, That the American 
Bankers’ association be earnestly invited and 
urged to take such immediate steps as in 
its Judgment will bring about a fepeal of 
those particular sections of the federal re- 
serve act which have been interpreted as re- 
quiring member banks to receive and remit 
at par for checks drawn upon them. This 
conference believes that it is a duty which 
the American Bankers’ association owes to 
its members, to lend its undivided efforts 
toward securing relief, either through the 
courts or through remedial legislation, or 
both. 


Administrative Committee. 

‘“‘Resolved, further, That this conference 
hereby creates an administrative commit- 
tee, which committee shall have for its 
chairman and secretary the chairman and 
secretary of this meeting of June 10, 1916, 
and shall consist of one member, to be ap- 
pointed by the chairman from each state 
in the union. The administrative committee 
is authgrized to co-operate with the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ association. 

“Resolved, further, That as grave differ- 
ences of opinion exist—first, as to the prop- 
er interpretation of section 16 of the fed- 
eral reserve act, and, second, as to its con- 
stitutionality, if interpreted as indicated bv 
the said order of May 1, it shall be the duty 
of this administrative committee to take 
such steps as may be necessary to obtain a 
final judicial interpretation. 

“Resolved, further, That this conference 
hereby bestows plenary power upon the ad- 
ministrative committee to do not only the 
things herein specialy set forth, but such 
further things as may be necessary to put 
into practical operation the intent of these 
resolutions.

WOMEN ARE MOVING 


Suffragists to Make Deter- 
mined Fight at St. Louis 
to Get Plank in the Plat- 
form—Big Demonstration 
Planned. 


St. Louis, June 11.—Women suffra- 
gists began pouring into St. Louis to- 
day, bringing the argument that the 
democratic national convention should 
take advantage of the failure of the 
republicans to indorse suffrage by con- 
stitutional amendment, insert a full- 
fledged equal rights plank in the dem- 
ocratic platform and thereby capture 
the large woman vote in the suffrage 
states. 

Many political observers predict that 
the most interesting fight of the con- 
vention will center on the _ suffrage 
issue. Peace and prohibition, of course, 
will attract much attention, but if the 
picturesque appeals to the delegates, 
as the organizers of the suffrage dis- 
play planned for the week insist it 
must, the two former issues soon will 
be overshadowed -by the dominating 
inflvence of the question of equal 
rights. 

Neither delegates, leaders nor crowds 
will be permitted until the last moment 
of the convention to forget suffrage. 
There will be street parades and other 
demonstrations, and twenty-one wom- 
en will sit in the democratic conven- 
tion. Thirteen will be delegates and 
eight are alternates, 

Many Prominent Wonien. 

Among the delegates are women 
prominent in all walks of life, not a 
few of whom have at least state-wide 
reputations in the business and edu- 
cational as well as the social world. 

Those are the women who will be in 
the spot light, but aside from them 
there is an optimistic little army work- 
ing out other details of the campaign. 
There are the various national, state 
and local committees who will appear 
before the democratic committees and 
those who have charge of the Golden 
Lane demonstration set for Wednesday, 
which is expected to be as colorful dis- 
play as ever has been made in this 
country in behalf of the cause. It will 
consist of two lines composed of thou- 
sands of women ranged along twelve 
city blocks through which the demo- 
cratic delegates must pass from their 
headquarters to the convention hali. 
The title«“Golden Lane,” comes from 
colors, yellow sashes, and carry yel- 
low parasols.

Colonel Roosevelt attended church 
this morning with Mrs. Roosevelt, byt 
remained in seclusion at Sagamore Hill 
the rest of the day. The telegraph 
lines brought him a flood of messages 
and it was announced that most of them 
approved his action in declining to be- 
come a candidate upon the progressive 
ticket. 

While Colonel Roosevelt would not 
discuss the question today his inti- 
mates considered it altogether unlikely 
that he would reconsider his conditional, 
refusal to head a third ticket. He has 
not vet made it clear whether or not 
he will support the Hughes candidacy.

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THE RURAL CREDITS .LAW. 


An interesting and careful summary of 
the new rural credits measure which will 
become law following the anticipated early 
agreement between conference committees 
of house and senate, made by Hollins N. 
Randolph, of Atlanta, well-known attorney 
for the federal reserve bank of this district, 
is presented in The Constitution today. 

This synopsis of the measure, based upon 
a close study of the new law, will be read 
with interest by those who have been watch- 
ing the progress of rural credits legislation 


and who have hoped for that relief through 
it which will strengthen the position of the 


farm owner throughout the country. 

There have been two sides to the ques- 
tion, growing out of the measure just passed 
by both houses of congress, and now await- 
ing conference action for its completion. 
Authors of the measure, members of con- 
gress who supported it and publicists who 
advocated it contend that it will solve the 
problem of rural credits in even greater 
degree than solution has yet been reached 
in the European countries where similar 
laws have been in operation for many years. 

On the other hand, there are those who 


have insisted that the measure was too com- . 


plicated and cumbersome, and that it would 
not prove easily workable. As the result of 
his own study, Mr. Randolph reaches the 
conclusion that the measure is, after all, a 
comparatively simple one, and that its 
actual and practical operation will follow 


almost immediately upon its final passage 


and approval by the president. 

With three systems provided under 
which loans may be secured on farm lands 
at a rate of interest not to exceed 6 per cent, 
upon 60 per cent of the value of the prop- 
erty, the loans to be repaid, principal and 
interest, under the “amortization plan,” that 
is, in annual installments covering the loan 
period, apparently an admirable working 
basis has been secured which it remains for 
actual practice to develdp. 

It is well to suggest here that, as Atlanta 
is the recognized business center of the 
entire southeast, the new federal land bank 
for this district should be located in this 
city. The presence here of the district fed- 
eral reserve bank makes it even more im- 
portant that the new institution to be 
established under the rural credits act 
should be placed in Atlanta where the two 
institutions will be of material co-operative 


assistance, one to the other. 


The farm loan associations will, of 
course, develop in various communities 
where circumstances call for them; and the 
joint stock land banks may be established 
at such points in the district as occasion 
calls for. 

If the new law fulfills the splendid pre- 
dictions that are made for it, in bringing 
about vast constructive development in the 
rural sections, it will be another magnificent 
monument to democratic effort, and, possi- 
bly, the greatest yet set up. 


THE SONS OF GAESAR. 


What is the matter with the sons of 
Caesar? 

They have checked the Austrian advance, 
it seems, and they still occupy portions of the 
provinces of Trieste and Trent, the one-time 
possessions whose ownership they again 
seek; but despite the fact that they are 
fighting Austria alone, and a badly divided 
Austria, at that, they have little or nothing 
as yet to show for their year’s campaign. 

Prior to her entrance into the conflict it 
was predicted that once Italy was in it on 
the side of the Allies there would be a walk- 
over, a quick sweeping back of the Teutonic 
forces, a gigantic defeat of all that was left 
of the Triple Alliance. But it didn’t come, 
nor has it come yet. Italy has not even de- 
clared war upon Germany; she has ¢on- 
tented herself with a border scrap with her 
traditional enemy, and at present accounts 
she has more than a handful with that end 
of it alone. 

Not only has Italy accomplished little 


or nothing for herself, but to the present | 


time her entrance into the war has been of 
no materia! aid to the Allies. | 
The Italians have surprised the world,

but they have surprised it in a very different 


way from what was expected. The big sur- 
prise has been the apparent fiational weak- 
ness, almost, it would seem, to the point of 
decadence. . 

With a fresh army, recruited to full 
strength, it makes no headway against half 
or less than half of the Austrian forces. 
With the better navy, by far, it has failed 
to drive the enemy from the Adriatic. And, 
the while, with Italy to contend with on the 
south, and Russia on the north, Austria has 
gone into the hostile Balkan states and 
taken from them what little seacoast they 
had: nor did Italy turn her hand to pre- 
vent it. 

Of little, if any, value to the Allies, and 
of not much more to herself to date, it is 
difficult to figure out where Italy will sit at 
the peace table in the event of Allied vic- 
tory. And if the war should prove a stale- 
mate, present indications are she would 
come out of it still minus her coveted 
provinces, for the recovery of which she has 
already spilled much blood and treasure. 


FOR BETTER CITIZENS. 

Atlanta’s campaign for the building of 
the Boy Scout movement in this city, which 
will come to a climax this week in the 
raising of a $12,000 three years’ main- 
tenance fund, is really a campaign for better 
citizenship. 

Founded upon the principle that the 


; child is father to the man,” it proposes to 


make stronger and more valuable citizens 
by using the boys in that adolescent period 
of their lives when they are most impres- 
sionable and respond best to the right kind 
of suggestion as building material. 

The Boy Scout movement is the foremost 
and most efficient of all modern organized 
agencies directed to character building. It 
takes the boy at that period of life when 
proper training is most needed. It keeps 
him out of doors. It teaches him the value 
of observation, brings him into intimate 
touch with the practical things of life and 
affords him that vocational training in na- 
ture’s school which he can get nowhere 
else. It develops him morally, mentally, 
physically—the essential combination in the 
highest type of man. It teaches him that 
there is something besides self; to perform 
as a pleasure the duty he owes to others. 

In a word, it impresses upon him the im- 
portance and necessity of service—service 
to his asSociates, to his fellow man, to his 
community—that service without which no 
man has fulfilled his mission or lived a com- 
plete life. 

There is, as a matter of course, nothing 
but strongest praise of and indorsement for 
@ movement such as this. That it is good 
and should be encouraged in every possible 
way is the verdict of every Atlantan. Lead- 
ing citizens in official and. private life have 
given it their heartiest approving sanction. 
They have joined forcefully in this appeal 
for the boys, that in them may be laid a 
foundation for a better and a greater At- 
lanta. 

So far, so good; but Atlanta must now 
go beyond indorsement and approval. The 
time has come to put words into deeds. If 
it is the good movement which they have 
declared it is, it must be set up, established, 
strengthened and made to grow. What is 
good is good only as it gets good results, 
and that sort of achievement demands both 
effort and money. 

It is up to Atlanta to furnish the money 
to get these good results. There is asked 
$12,000 to put the movement on a sustaining 
basis for a period of three years. It is a 
modest sum when we consider the end to 
be attained; a mere trifle when we look to 
the splendid returns that will be yielded by 
this investment in the future of more than 
2,000 Atlanta boys. 

Is it worth it? That is the only question 
for Atlantans to ask themselves. They 
have already said that it is. Rotarians, Ad 
Men, Chamber of Commerce, civic leaders 
in every rank are actively behind the move- 
ment, lending it their whole-hearted and 
vigorous support. 

Then, build and sustain it. Let Atlantans 
give what they are able toward a bigger, 
stronger and better Boy Scout organization 
in Atlanta; and when they have given, let 
them continue to lend it their personal en- 
couragement, which often means even more 
than the money so essential to the building 
of it.

For Law Enforcement 
Against Law Breaking, 
Is Reply of “Joe” Brown 


Editor Atlanta Constitution—Dear Sir: In : 


your issue of Jure 3, I note a ietter from 
Rev. Rembert G. Smith referring to my 
letter in your issue of June 1, regarding 
the enforcement of the laws. In his letter 
Rev. Mr. Smith says: 

“Especially will many citizens of Geor- 
gia be rejoiced that the ex-governor is at 
last joining the ranks of those who believe 
that we need a campaign against lynch law 
and all ether forms of law breaking.” (Black 
letters mine.) 

The inference cannot be other than that 
I have,- until within the past few days, been 
either in favor of “lynch law and all other 
forms of law breaking’ or that I have been 
indifferént on the subject. 

I therefore respectfully call upon Rev. 
Mr. Smith to quote what utterance I have 
ever made, either in an official document or 
in a newspaper publication, which gives the 
slightest ground for his, certainly implied, 
charge that I have either favored, counte- 
nanced or condoned “lynch law and all other 
forms of law breaking.”’ 

Now, I am not going to accept what some 
other person or persons have said are my 
views. I must be judged by the words that 
I have spoken or written. Kev. Mr. Smith 
must quote them. 

Two Joe Browns. 

I will here remark that for abgut ten 
years past there have been two Joe Browns 
in Georgia. One was the “tool of the rail- 
roads,” of “the corporations,” of “the inter- 
ests,” and of “the whisky ring.” In Fitz- 
gerald he was reported to be a morphine 
eater, in Bainbridge and Elberton a slave to 
Opium, in Americus a cigarette fiend, in 
Eastman he was described as a man who 
had squandered all the money his father left 
him, except about $5,000, and was living in 
a rented house in Marietta, and even in 
Cobb county it was privately told that he 
was cruel to his wife. At Rockmart he was 
very weak up here (tapping the forehead). 
And I must not forget that he “was really 
in favor of social equality with the negroes.” 
And that he was so ugly that if a man looked 
at him before breakfast he would not want 
to eat anything all day. And a suspicion now 
steals over me that he was also in favor of 
“lynch law and all other forms of law 
breaking.” Hence, that was the Joe Brown 
that 1 am afraid Rev. Mr. Smith has been 
consorting with or hearing about. I have 
never met him, but I agree with his creators 
that he is an undesirable citizen. 

The other Joe Brown is my Joe Brown; 
and the masses of the people of Georgia 
a him s0 well that I will not describe 

m. 

Now, Brother Smith, don't get these two 
Joe Browns mixed when you answer my 
call to quote what utterance I have made in 
favor of “lynch law and ali other forms of 
law breaking.” 

But Rev. Mr. Smith further says: “In the 
reminiscential part of Governor’ Brown's 
card he pours the vials of his wrath upon 
the North Georgia conference for the tem- 
perance resolution they passed in 1912 at 
the session in Carroliton.”’ 

Now what warrant was there for this 
statement? Here are my words: 

“Again, in my last campaign for govern- 
or I gave my pledge that [I would not look 
with favor upon any legislation on the pro- 
hibition question that did not carry with it 
a referendum to the people at the polls. I 
was elected, the legislature passed the Tip- 
pins bill with the referendum purposely 
omitted; I vetoed it, and the attempt to pass 
it over the veto failed. 

“And yet, grotesquely enough, the North 
Georgia conference of the Methodist church 
at its annual meeting in Carrollton, a few 
months later, unanimously and with demon- 
strations of approval, passed a resolution 
condemning me for keeping my pledge to the 
people. These zealous preachers ignored the 
fact that in Revelation, 21:8, we read: ‘All 
liars shall have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone,’ etc.” 


Not Much “Wrath.” 


Now, there was not enough of “wrath” in 
my words here quoted to fill a goosequill, to 
say nothing of two or more vials. They are 
Simple statements of facts. To be “remin- 
iscential,”’ after I made the above referred 
to pledge to the people of Georgia, several 
barrels of boiling hot invective were poured 
upon my candidatorial head. "red Seely 
dotted the columns of The Atlanta Georgian 
with almost daily charges that my words 
meant that I would veto the Tippins bill as 
then on the calendar, Rev. C. W. Daniel had 
a noisy case of hysterics, Mrs. Mary Harris 
Armor had a somewhat frantic attack of 
hysterfts about the same subject, and Weary 
Willie Upsha’w battered many lecture plat- 
forms and pubkpit floors with his crutch, in 
favor of denying the people the right to 
vote directly on the prohibition question. If 
ever an issue was made too elearly to be 
misinterpreted it was that no further legis- 
lation must be had on the prohibition ques- 
tion unless it carried with it a referendum 
to the people. And the people at the polls 
sustained my demand. Yet, the legislature 
at its next session, under the whip and spur 
of the prohibition leaders, openly refused to 
obey the expressed will of the people, and 
I directly and openly kept my pledge to 
them. 

Now, let me ask here: 
hibition leaders afraid of the people? Why 
do they distrust them? Why do they deny 
them the right to vote directly upon an is- 
sue which these prohibition leaders them- 
selves say is more important than any 
For myself, I have always Delieved 
that if the question were submitted to the 
popular vote it would be overwhelmingly 
ratified, and one of the strongest arguments 
of its opponents would be practically ended. 
This would go far, too, toward removing the 
prohibition law from being what it has now 
measurably become, viz., the refuge of the 
demagogue. 

Rev. Mr. Smith further says: ‘“‘But the ex-

governor does the North Georgia conference ; 


an injustice in supposing that he was con- 
demned by it for keeping his pledge to the 
people. What the conference had in mind, 
no doubt, was the character of that pledge. 
Ex-Governor Brown should be granted cred- 
it for sincerity in thinking the people wanted 
a referendum vote on. prohibition, but he 
misinterpreted their wishes.” 

Well, if I was not condemned by the 
North Georgia conference for keeping my 
pledge to the people, what was I condemned 
for? What other reason did it have for even 
mentioning me? : 

“The character of that pledge.” Now it 
strikes me that a pledge to insist that the 
voters of the state—the fountain of all 
power—have the opportunity given them to 
pass upon an issue of exceeding importance 
directly affecting them had as good a “char- 
acter” as George Washington had. 

I “misinterpreted their (the people’s) 
wishes.” There is only one way-by which 
I could admit that to be correct, viz., by 
charging that the white voters of Georgia 
did not have intelligence enough to under- 
stand the paramount issue put before them 
in that campaign. I can never make that 
charge. 

Rev. Mr. Smith further says: “The ex- 
governor is in error (as he is a Baptist and 
not, perhaps, well acquainted with the polity 
of the Methodist church).”’ 

On Church Differences. 


Well, as to the above quotation, let me 
sav that it is possible that Rev. Mr. Smith 
and I have unconsciously reasoned on the 
basis of our respective church polities. The 
Baptist church is a_ pure democracy. The 
membership absolutely rules. Its pastors are 
elected by it and can at any time be dis- 
placed by it; and these pastors hold only 
such authority as the congregation confers 
upon them. On the other hand, the Metho- 
dist church is a modified oligarchy, ruled in 
some essential respects by the bishops, who 
can force upon a congregation a pastor 
whom it does not and would not select, and 
can keep him over them against their wishes, 
if they (the bishops) so determine—unless, 
Soesibly, the congregation exercises the right 
of revolution and refuses to provide for his 
support. 

In 1912, the conference at Carrollton, 
with the bishop presiding, and composed in 
large measure of his appointees, believing, 
apparently, that the government of the 
etate should be. fashioned after their 
own polity, held that the legisla- 
ture was better qualified to deter- 
mine the prohibition question than the peo- 
ple at the polls were. Brother Smith, pea- 
soning from Methodist polity, upholds the 
conference: I, reasoning from the constitu- 
tion and laws of Georgia, which in the case 
in point coincide with Baptist polity, held in 
1911 and hold now that the people who have 
intelligence and power enough to elect the 
legislature have intelligence enough to in- 
struct it what to do regarding any statewide 
issue which has been openly and clearly 
made before them.

WHAT NEW RURAL CREDITS MEASURE 
WILL DO FOR THE NATION’S FARMERS 


Editor Constitution: The federal farm loan 
act has passed both houses of congress and 
is now in conference. It is not believed the 


- differences between the two houses are ir- 


reconcilable, and those in a position to speak 
by authority confidently assert the bill will 
be shortly passed. 

The differences between the two houses 
are not fundamental, and while there will 
be changes, they will be in details. It is, 


‘therefore, possible to f&inalyze the bill now, 


although net yet finally enacted into law. 
In any event it should prove of some inter- 
est to your many readers, particularly in the 
rural sections, to be advised definitely rela- 
tive to the fundamental provisions of the 
new law about which there is no difference. 

A federal farm loan board at Washington 
is created. Its members are to hold office 
for nine years, appointed by .the president. 
The board will exercise supervisory control 
and authority over federal land banks and 
over the business, along similar lines to the 
authority of the federal reserve board over 
the federal reserve banks. The board will 
charter federal land banks and joint stock 
land banks, fix the rates of interest on loans, 
fix general rules for appraisals, titles and 
charges and prescribe general rules and reg- 


ulations respecting farm loan boards. 


Twelve Federal Districts. 


The board will divide the United States 
into twelve districts along state lines and 
establish in each district a federal land bank 
with its principal office located in such city 
within the district as the board may desig- 
nate. In this particular the bill follows 
closely the federal reserve act. 

_ Each federal land bank will have a cap- 
ital of not less than $750,000, divided into 
Shares of $5 each. Any person or corpora- 
tion may subscribe thereto during ninety 
days. If this amount is not then subscribed 
the United States government subscribes the 
remainder. Government stock is not entitled 
to dividends, but has voting rights. 

Each federal land bank will be managed by 
nine directors, three appointed by the fed- 
eral farm loan board, and six elected by the 
national farm loan associations. The direc- 
tors will hold office for three years. The di- 
rectors elect a president and vice president 
and appoint a secretary and treasurer and 
define their duties. Provision is made for 
the retirement of the capital stock so as to 
finally make the institutions purely mutual 
and co-operative. 


Farm Loan Associations. 


The bill provides for the organization of 
national farm loan associations. Ten or more 
farmers desiring loans of not less than $20,- 
000 may form one such association with 
prescribed territory, and become a corpora- 
tion with five directors, who elect a presi- 
dent, a vice president, a secretary-treasurer 
and a loan committee of three. The secreta- 
ry-treasurer will be the active officer of these 
associations. 

The preliminary step for the organization 
of these associations is specifically prescribed. 
Its shares have a par value of $5 and none 
but borrowers on farm land mortgages can be 
Shareholders. ‘Each borrower is required to 
subscribe to stock to the extent of 5 per cent 
of his loan. Applications for loans will be 
addressed to the local national farm loan 
association, and the bill makes adequate and 
yet simple provision for local and expert ap- 
praisals. Loans will be limited to not over 
$10,000 to any one person, secured by first 
mortgage on lands actually cultivated at an 
appraisal value of not exceeding 60 per 
cent. Improvements may be considered in ar- 
rfving at appraised values. The proceeds of 
the loan must be applied to the purposes spe- 
cifled in the application. 

The rate of interest cannot exceed 6 per 
cent, but each borrower is in addition re- 
quired to pay an amount annually on the 
principal, so that at the end of the loan pe- 
riod the entire loan is paid off, both princi- 
pal and interest, upon what is called ‘the 
amortigation plan.’’ 

Loans may be made direct by the federal 
land banks, but only~with the approval of 
the federal farm loan board. For that pur- 
pose the federal land banks may appoint 
designated agents at fixed rates of compen- 
sation, which are reasonable. 


Joint Stock Banks, 


In addition to providing exceedingly sim- 
ple and workable legal machinery in the 
shape of the national farm loan associa- 
tions for the making of loans, the bill alse 
provides for the organization of one or.more 
‘joint stock land banks” in each district, with 
minimum capital of $250,000. These institu- 
tions will be privately owned, but will be 
organized by, and be exclusively under, the 
jurisdiction and control of the federal farm 
loan board very much as the present national 
banks are organized and regulated by the 
comptroller of the currency and the federal 
reserve board. 

These “joint stock land banks” are given 
much more liberal rights and privilegés in 
the making of loans than the national farm 
loan associations, but their rates and charges 
are carefully fixed and they are otherwise 
so regulated as to be really on a parity with 
the latter institutions as to earning power. 

To provide for future capital necessities in 


? 


‘accomplish 


unlimited amounts, the bill creates a new 


governmental security called ‘farm loan 
bonds.” These will be isSued in a very in- 
genious and yet simple manner against the 
farm loan martgages. They will yield a re- 
turn to the purchaser of not over five per 
cent, and are exempt from taxation. All 
that a farmer has to do to obtain a loan, if 
he has the required sécurity, will be to join 
the nearest farm loan association or apply 
to the nearest joint stock land bank. 

The bill provides for proper examinations 
of the banks and fixes severe penalties for 
violation of its provisions by officers, ap- 
praisers or agents. It gives the borrower 
the right to pay his loan up in full after five 
years—a valuable right. ~- 

A Southern Measure. 

It is interesting to note that this bill is dis- 
tinctly of southern origin. Notable public at- 
tention was first attracted to the subject Dy 
the session of the Southern Commercial con- 
gress, at Nashville, Tenn., in 1910. This was 
followed by the creation in 1912 by congress 
of the United States rural credits commission 
to be appointed by the president. Senator 
Duncan U. Fletcher, of Florida, then and 
now president of the Southern Commercial 
congress, was made chairman. The other 
members were assembled under the auspices 
of the Southern Commercial congress. 

The commission went to Europe in the 
spring of 1913 and made extensive study of 
European systems, including particularly the 
rural banks of France and Italy, and the 
wonderful systems of rural credit co0-opera- 


| tion inaugurated in Germany under the ge- 


nius of Schulze-Delitzsch and Raiffeissen. The 
commission duly made report to congress. 
Bills were promptly introduced in both houses 
and after much discussion and much oppo- 
sition the matter advanced to the present 
status. 

It may be said, and even its critics con- 
cede, that the bill contains the best of the 
European systems where farmers have for 
generations enjoyed adequate facilities for 
the obtaining of money at very low rates. 
The best in the European systems has been 
used to create the United States system, 
which, while it resembles the European mod- 
els in many respects, yet differs in many 
others. 


Adapted to Conditions. 


It is believed by those best informed on the 
subject that the new law is admirably adapt- 
ed to the conditions which obtain in our 
country. For example, the bill provides three 
organizations for the furnishing of the re- 
quired financial assistance as against one 
under the landscraft system in Germany and 
Italy, and two under the rural credit system 
of France. . 

The bill is exceedingly simple and its ma- 
chinery can be set in motion within a very 
short period after it becomes a law. The day 
of adequate financial relief to our farmers is, 
therefore, not far off. The worthy among 
that vast army of our citizens, possessed of 
lands of adequate value—and the provisions 
of the bill in this regard are liberal enough— 
will shortly be able to secure extensions of 
money credits on the same basis as to rates, 
expense, ete, accorded merchants by the 
commercial banks. 

A century of effort by the farmers to reach 
this much desired and highly important goal 
is about to be realized. The consequences 
will be immediate and vast. There ‘will many 
a blade of grass be made to grow in places 
where none is now grown, and two will ap- 
pear in many a spot where only one is now 
to be seen. With merchants, commercial men 
and farmers all on a parity in the possession 
of adequate facilities for the obtaining in 
proper cases of money credits, and at the 
same, or, at least, a sufficiently low, rate, is 
generation should witness a development in 
the rural sections nothing short of marvelous, 
and far surpassing anything in the past as 
remarkable as that has been, insofar as rea- 
sonably cheap money for the farmers’ use can 
that result, it is asserted with 
confidence by its champions that this law 
will achieve it. 


Tax-Exempt Bonds. 


The creation of a tax-exempt 5 per cent 
government bond—and that is what the fed- 
eral farm loan bond provided by the bill vir- 
tually is—will provide all the ery needed. 
Such a bond will find a ready sale in unlim- 
ited quantities. 

Credit is due the democratic party, and 
President Wilson’s administration particu- 
larly, for the bill when it passes. With the 
federal reserve act, the federal trade com- 
mission and the federal farm loan act all 
passed by the democratic party within the 
short compass of one administration, “three 
new feathers” will be added to the democrat- 
ic rooster. They will probably make his 
crowing heard from Maine to Texas and from 
Washington to Florida. 

But by whomsoever this federal farm loan 
act was devised and made law, it is a piece 
of much-needed constructive legislation of 
exceeding simplicity, for which fullest credit 
should be accorded its authors and for which 
they are deserving of congratulation and 
praise at the hands of a grateful people. 

It will not bring the millennium when fi- 
nally adopted, but will be a milestone, long 
and arduously approached, successfully pass- 
ed. It is conceded on all sides that the bill 
will speedily be an accomplished fact.

law which was then disgracing 
several of our cities. What did you do about 
that, Governor Brown? You did—nothing. 
It is fair to add that in doing nothing you 
did exactly what the other governors did 
about the matter.” 

Not the One Hit. 

Well, I did not refer to it for what I deem 
a self-evident reason, viz., I was not the 
one who was hit. The constitution and the 
laws made it the duty of the sheriffs, grand 
juries, trial juries and judges of the coun- 
ties in question to deal with the “open and 
wanton violation of the prohibition law 
which was then. disgracing several of our 
cities.” And I am here going to tell Brother 
Smith a secret. When I was governor I 
made it a point to do the things the consti- 
tution made it my duty to do and I refrained 
from even attempting to do the things that 
were made the duty of other officers to do. 
Hence, in the matter of usurping the func- 
tions which the constitution places upon the 
county authorities I very properly did—noth- 
ing. And as, in doing nothing, I “did exact- 
ly what the other governors did in the mat- 
ter,” let me enlighten Brother Smith as to 
what each of the governors Knew. 

But. first, let me say that on the very 
same page containing Brother Smith’s ques- 
tion to me, I see a letter from Senator A. S. 
Stovall, who helped to frame the new pro- 
hibition law. and who, I believe, was in the 
legislature that framed the old one. In his 
letter hegrefers to the old one as being “so 
worthless that it did not prevent the making 
and selling of whisky.” 

Now. if the law did not prevent the mak- 
and selling of whisky, will Rev. Mr. 
how could the governor pre-

Smith tell me 
vent either? 
The governor is not the legislature. If a 
law is defective he has no power to amend 
it, or to give it a meaning its words do not 
earry. He is not clothed with authority to 
zo into a county and supplant vr override 
the grand jury ortrial jury. He cannot issue 
commands to the judges about their conduct 
of trials. He cannot suspend or otherwise 
discipline a sheriff who does not do his duty. 
He cannot order out the militia except on 
call of the officers named in the law. Hence, 
each of the governors has stayed within the 
limits fixed for him by the constitution and 
laws. Therefore, as the government of 
Yeorgia is by a democracy, it is for Rev. Mr. 
Smith to explain how the governor is greater 
than the constitution makes him. And I 
must remind him in this connection that, 
while the constitution says of the governor: 
“He shall see that the laws are faithfully ex- 
ecuted,” it does not say that he shall put 
anything into the laws that is not there. It 
and the statute laws provide the manner in 
which he shall see that they are executed. 


As to Law Enforcement. 


Now let me add that this immediate dis- 
cussion has come up from an illustration in 
my Jetter wherein I asked the four candi- 
dates for governor to make unmistakably 
clear their determination, if elected, to firm- 
ly and impartially enforce the laws. The 
record certainly shows that I palpably disre- 
garded the efforts of various parties to co- 
eree or influence me into attempting to 
usurp functions which the constitution and 
laws do not give to the governor. It also 
shows that I1 disregarded the influence of 
powerful combinations of voters who took 
open steps te enforce their will by their own 
process in the difficulties they raised 
with their employers, and in so doing in- 
flicted needless and unlawful injury on the 
public. I was sorry to give offense to any 
citizen, or combinations of citizens; but I 
could better afford to do that than I could 
to violate my oath to execute the constitu- 
tion. And I have only used these illustra- 
tions to impress upon the several candidates 
for governor the fact that the masses of the 
people want direct dealing and a fearless 
enforcement of the laws in the manner pre- 
scribed by the constitution. 

The reasons you Rave given, and which 
have been emphasized at the meeting of the 
Georgie asseciation. as to the danger 


that the national government may intervene 
to put a stop to lynching in Georgia, seem 
conclusive to me: hence, I again express the 
hope that the candidates for governor will 
realize that the firm an@ impartial enforce- 
ment of the laws is the most vital question 
confrenting the state, and make themselves 
unmistakably clear on it. Let them hold in 
mind that the constitution says: ‘“Protec- 
tion to person and property is the paramount 
duty of government and shall be impartial 
and complete.” The application of that dec- 
laration was never more imminently’ de- 
manded than it is this year. And there was 
never a greater need for assurance that the 
overnor will not defeat justice when it has 
een established by the process of law.

SHIPPERS 10 DECIDE 
UN PLAN OF CAMPAIGN 


Georgia Manufacturers Meet 
Wednesday to Prepare for 
Rail Board Hearing. 


A meeting of the membership of the 
Georgia Manufacturers’ association has 
been called for 10 o’clock Wednesday 
in the assembly hall, Chamber of Com- 
merce building, Atlanta. 

The object of the meeting is to cen- 
tralize upon a plan of presenting to 
the railroad commission of Georgia 
arguments and data that have been 
prepared on behalf of shippers of the 
state against the petition that has been 
filed with the railroad commission pro- 
posing readjustments in _ intrastate 
freight rates, many of which proposals 
are regarded as unjust and inequita- 
ble, as compared with rates prevailing 
in competing territories. 

For many months past this ques- 
tion has been receiving the attention 
of shippers generally throughout the 
state, and organizations of Various 
kinds have been at work preparing 
statistics to disprove the contention 
that there is any equitable basis fora 
revision of freight rates in this state 
which contemplates, it is alleged, al- 
most in the entirety of the petition, 
an “upward” revision. lit is the con- 
tention of shippers wh® have given 
careful study to the petition that a 
granting of many of the increases ask- 
ed will result in the greatest detriment 
to established industries in Georgia 
by prohibiting competition with for- 
eign interest that will immediately 
invade this territory. 

The petition, in its amplified form, 
covers all classes of commodities that 
enter into intrastate transportation, 
each of which are made subject to re- 
vision. While shippers representing 
many of the various enterprises of the 
state had individually and through or- 
ganizations worked out comparisons 
of proposed rates with those of other 
states and those at present prevailing 
in this state, it is recognized to be 
essential that an understanding be- 
tween shippers be arrived at where- 
by the efforts of all may be co-ordi- 
nated. It is to this end the proposed 
meeting of the Georgia Manufacturers’ 
association has been called. 

Representatives of other organiza- 
tions have been asked to attend this 
meeting and is likewise open to the 
public.

ARE URGED BY YOUNG 


Believes Children Will Benefit 
‘Greatly by Formation of 
“Republics” in Atlanta. 


M. B. Young, member of the park 
board, paid a visit recently to New Or- 
leans, and while there gathered much 
information about the conduct of the 
in that city. , 

He is much enthused over a system 
of playground “republics’’ or clubs, 
formed on the grounds of New Or- 
leans, and which he is advocating for 
Atlanta. 

The idea under which the plan is 
worked, he says, is to organize on each 
ground a “republic” formed of the play- 
ground children and the regular vis- 
itors to that ground who are anxious 
to take care of the apparatus and 
who have a pride in their particular 
playground. 

The children and all other members 
pay into the club a monthly tax of five 
cents. From this fund are bought ath- 
letic supplies, in addition to what the 
city furnishes. It is also used to give 
parties or in any other way the vot- 
ing members of the club select. 

Once each year a serious public cer- 
emony is staged by the club, and at 
this time the club elects its own offi- 
cers, including a president, judges for 
the various contests, police and others, 
enact their rules for the coming year 
and have general charge of their en- 
forcement. 

Every well-directed - ground, Mr. 
Young points out, holds up ideals of 
honor as well as standards of mental 
and physical supremacy, self-control, 
fighting shoulder to shoulder for the 
honor .of the team, preferring defeat 
to unfair victory. This is a standard 
which, if translated into later life, 
spells respect for the law, social gerv- 
ice and good citizenship. 

This is one of the main objects of the 
playground republics, according to Mr. 
Young, and he feels that their instal- 
lation in the system of Atlanta would 
be met with a hearty co-operation by 
the children and the people at large, 
and would make for a general benefit 
to the entire organization.

TO SENIORS OF EMORY 


Complete, Well-Rounded Life 
Urged by Editor of The 
Christian Advocate. 


Emory University, Oxford, Ga., June 
11.—(Special.)—Allen Memorial church 
was crowded Sunday morning to hear 
the commencement sermon of Emory, 
preached by Dr. Thomas N. Ivey, of 
North Carolina and at present editor 
of The Christian Advocate, Nashville, 
Tenn. 

Bishop Candler, chancellor of the 
university, conducted the opening ex- 
ercises and introduced the speaker. 
The invocation was by Bishop James 
H. McCoy. Chaplain F. J. Prettyman, 
of the United States senate, occupied a 
seat on the rostrum, and Bishop J. C. 
Kilgo, with the other trustees of the 
university, were in the audience. The 
seniors, in academic cap and gown, 
occupied the pews in the center. Dr. 
Ivey preached a great sermon. The 
vigor of his thought and the beauty 
of his diction will not be forgotten 
by those who were so fortunate as to 
be present. 


Dr. Ivey’s Sermor. 


Taking as his text, Matthew 5:48: “Be 
ye therefore perfect, even as your Father 
which is in Heaven is perfect,’’ Dr. Ivey said, 
in part: 

“The form of this text is one of those 
famillar demands of Christ ... It is also a 
sorely abused text in its interpretation. With 
most people, it is made to mean too little 
or too much. It is made to mean too lit- 
tle when it is used as mere extravagance 
of speech. It is made to mean too little 
when the application is partial, when the 
words are applied to a part of human na- 
ture instead of the whole. It is made to 
mean too much when it is made to af- 
firm the possibility for man to be absolute- 
ly perfect, which, of course, can belong 
only to God. The real perfection commu- 
nicated words of Christ is indi- 
cated by a word in the original which 
means ‘the act or state of completeness 
through all possible development or exer- 
cise.’ . . . In trying to gather some thoughts 
from this very familiar text, it would be 
well 
ideas. 


in these 


The first, that the words of Christ 
did not mean what they say, that they 
constitute a kind of hyperbolism. Second, 
that the application of the words is to a 
part of man instead of to the whole man. 
Third, that we are commanded to attain 
to a perfection which is unreasonable and 
impossible and which can belong only to 
God. himself. 

‘‘When He said ‘Ye shall be perfect even 
as your Father in Heaven is perfect,’ He 
swept a circle big enough to contain the 
complete or perfected man. This circle 
represents the measure of three things. First, 
ideals of self-c@liture. All the schemes of 
self-culture which have been advanced have 
been within the cirele which Christ him- 
self drew. The idea of self-culture has 
latitude and longitude. It is extensive and 
intensive, and when we come to a con- 
sideration of this thing we call ‘human be- 
ing,’ the modern psychology does not al- 
low us to divide the soul into compart- 
ments. Still, there are three distinct realms 
of the human being—the physical, the men- 
tal‘and the spiritual, and Christ meant that 
we should co-ordinately develop to its ut- 
most every power of the physical, every pow- 
er of the mental, every power of the spirit- 
wal. 

To Be Like God. 


“The supreme duty of man is not ‘to do’ 
but ‘to be.’ “This whole life comes not from 
what we do or what we think, but from 
what we are.’ Henry VanDyke never said 
anything more true or thoughtful than that. 
Still, that represents the conclusion of a 
syllogism, whose major premise is the words 
of Christ, that ‘as a man thinketh in his 
heart, so is he.’ 

“The supreme duty of man Is to be like 
God, It is all-inclusive. It is the whole duty. 
We can find in that every duty. So, as I 
said, this circle described by Christ repre- 
sents the whole field of man. It repre- 


‘sents also the whole fleld of what we call 


religion. 

“If you were to ask me to point out a 
‘thus saith the Lord’ as to the duty of tak- 
ing care of the body, if you should ask 
me why it is my God-given duty to foster 
this body, why I believe in athletics, dietet- 
feces and sanitation, and making the body 
what God intended it to be—the temple of 
the Holy Ghost—all I would have to do 


| would be to point you these words of Christ. 


"Be ye therefore perfect.’ You are men and 
women with bodies. And if you were to ask 
me to tell you why it is your duty to edu- 
cate yourself and your ch:ldren and your 
neighhbors’ children, all that I would do 
would be to quote those words of Christ, 
‘Be ye therefore Serfect.’ We can see, in the 
light of these words, that it is almost im- 
possible for a very lazy person to be a good 
Christian, because it is impossible for him 
to obey, and I think you can see, also, in 
the light of these words, that one of the 
greatest means of grace in this world is the 
bath-tub, and that the physically unclean 
person cannot come very near God simply 
because he cannot obey these words of 
the text.

I 
have struggled, and I have enthroned Christ 
in my mind.’ Then He who is the Perfect 
One, who is the great head of all princi- 
palities and of all power, will say, ‘Come ye 
blessed of my Father, inherit the kingdom 
prepared for you from the foundation of 
the world.’ ”’ .

Japanese Tennis Stars 
Enter for American Title 


New York, June 11.—For the first 
time in the history of international 
lawn tennis the Far East will make 
a bid for premier honors this autumn 
when the japanese racquet stars, K. 
Kumagai and H. Mikami, appear in 
the American championship tourna- 
ment at Forrest Hills, L. I., late in 
August. These two leading tennis 
players of the Orient are already on 
their way to this country for a three 
months’ campaign on the United States 
‘courts and their invasion will be 
awaited with great interest by all 
followers of tennis, since their rec- 
ords indicate that both play a game 
w@ich ranks them with the leading 
tennis experts of this country. 
While the complete itinerary of the 
Japanese players will not be known 
until they reach the Pacific coast, it 
is certain that they will proceed east- 
ward by easy stages, playing at the 
leading clubs in exhibition and tour- 
nament matches as the occasion of- 
fers. San Francisco, Los Angeles, Chi- 
cago and Pittsburg and New York 
will be given an opportunity to see 
the Japanese in action on the courts 


after the titular tournament, Kumagai 
and Mikami return to the Pacific 
coast by another route, playing occa- 
sional matches prior to embarking for 
Japan. 

Apparently this will be the only in- 
vasion of foreign athletes during the 
coming season and because of the 
prominence and ability of the Japanese, 
should attract far more than usual: at- 
tention to the leading court tourna- 
ments of the summer since both Ku- 
magai and Mikami have several times 
demonstrated their ability to hold their 
own across the net with the ranking 
players of the United States. As far 
back as 1913 Kumagai, then a stu- 
dent at Keio university, appeared at 
the Far Eastern championships and 
fought his way to the semi-finals 
where he was defeated by Elia Fot- 
trell 7-5, 4-6, 6-4, 4-6, 6-4, on a match 
which was carried over into the sec- 
ond day. Later with a partner he lost 
to Fottrell and William Johnston, pres- 
ent American champion, in a double 
match by scores of 6-2, 6-4,

Church, Ward and Fottrell and worked 
his —— into the fifth round of the 
national championship tourney where 
he was put out by Johnston, the ulti- 
mate winner, in a hard four-set match. 

Kumagai and Mikami will play in 
both the doubles and singles at the 
Forrest Hills national championships. 
Dawson and Griffin defeated them in 
the final round of the Orient doubles 
by scores of 6-4, 6-4, 10-8, the Japanese 
being rather weak in the team work 
so necessary to win in doubles play. 
Of the two Kumagai is the better 
player, having a puzzling left-hand 
service and a terrific fore and back- 
hand drive, coupled with an uncanny 
ability to make returns from almost 
any angle and portion of court. . He 
does not conserve his energy in play, 
but -is apparently tireless upon the 
court and a master of tennis tactics. 
Experts are already predicting that 
one or both of the Japanese players 
will prove a sensation at the titular 
tournament and upset many of the 
American racquet stars before the fi- 
nals are reached.

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PLATFORM PLANKS 
DRAFTED BY WILSON 


Senator Stone Reaches St. 
Louis With Declarations 
on Foreign Relations, Mex- 
ico, Preparedness and the 
Tariff. | 


. 


St. Louis, June 11.—Senator Stone, 
who_ will be chairman of the resolu- 
-tions committee, which will draft the 
democratic platform, arrived here to- 
night with drafts of a number of 
planks, some of which have been pre- 
pared by President Wilson himself. Mr. 
Stone laid the drafts before Chairman 
McCombs, of the national committee, 
and held conferences with party lead- 
ers who will be associated in the final 
preparation of the declaratidn of prin- 
ciples as it comes before the democratic 
convention. 

All the planks as they now stand 
are subject, of course, to the action of 
the resolutions committee, but certain 
of them which express especially the 
sentiments of President Wilson are 
Bure to be incorporated practically as 
they were brought by Senator Stone. 

Generally the object of the platform 
builders is to present a concrete rec- 
ord of party achievements, as a plat- 
form in themselves, to accept the 
challenges of the republican platform 
and meet the indictments contained in 
Mr. Hughes’ telegram of acceptance of 
the republican nomination. 

The Principal Planks. 

The principal planks as they stood 
tonight when Senator Stone went into 
conference with Ohairman McCombs 
may be authoritatively outlined as fol- 
lows: 

Foreign Relations: Pointing out 
the unprecedented world conditions 
brought about by the war, it will be 
contended that President Wilson, while 
keeing the United Statesat peace, has 
maintained a neutrality both “strict 
and honest.” The diplomatic achieve- 
ments of the president in prevailing 
upon Germany to pledge herself to 
cease submarine warfare methods in 
Violation of international law. will be 
Pointed out as one of the potent rea- 
s0ns why the democratic administra- 
tion should be continued in power. 

Mexican: The Mexican situation, pre- 
sented frankly and fully from the 
viewpoint of the administration, will 
be recited with claims of justification 
for the administration’s course as best 
shaped to conserve peace with the 
neighboring republic. The course of 
the administration will be held to be 
one in aid of a distracted and distress- 
ed people torn by internal strife in 
the progress of their own destiny. The 
United States as the next friend of 
Mexico, it will be contended, has been 
acting entirely disinterestedly in Mex- 
ico’s aid and with full respect and 
consideration for her sovereignty. 


Preparedness. 


Preparedness: This will be treated 
under two separate heads, one dealing 
with what already has been accom- 
plished and the other with that which 
is in the making. It will be pointed 
out that the party has met new world 
conditions demanding preparedness for 
national defense by pointing to the 
- advanced stage of preparedness of the 
navy, both in ships and men; legisla- 
tion already enacted for the enlarge- 
meht of the nation’s forces for defense 
at sea. It will be contended that more

Ninety per cent of the colored people 
who spend their meager earnings for 
whisky have more than 3,000 colored 
children growing up in ignorance and 
crime, and their wives are working 
night and day, paying house rent for 
their husbands to live in, buying books, 
clothing, shoes and provisions for their 
children,” declared Professor Holmes.

Carranza Commander Says

Pershing-Gavira Agree- 
ment Repudiated by Tre- 
vino.

San Antonio, Texas, June 11.— What 
is regarded by American army officers 
as official repudiation of the agreee- 
ment entered into by Generals Persh- 
ing and Gavira was contained in a 
curt message from General Jacinto 
Trevino to General Pershing inform- 
ing him that General Gavira had no 
authority to discuss military subjects 
with him. General Pershing sent a 
copy of General Trevino’s message to 
department headquarters here. 

The agreement between Generals 
Pershing and Gavira Had té do with 
disposition of troops in the territory 
controlled by the American punitive 
expedition and was intended as a: pre- 
caution against clashes between troops 
of the two armies. It in no way af- 
fected the more important phases of 
the situation. 

General Gavira was ordered to Mex- 
ico City about the time General Trevino 
sent his message to General Persh- 
ing. 

Official advices have been received 
by General Funston that General Gavira 
has asked consular officers at Chihua- 
hua to supply him with a list of their 
nationals other than Americans, ex- 
plaining that he wishes to know them 
in order to afford them protection, 
that he would be glad to accord pro- 
tection to Americans as well, but that 
in view of the increasing antagonism 
by Mexicans, he regarded it as prac- 
tically impossible to do so. 

It became known today that only 
the withdrawal of Colonel Sibley’s force 
that entered Mexico after the raid at 
Glenn Springs prevented an attack by 
Carranza troops. Army officers have 
learned that a force of one thousand 
troops had been sent northward with 
orders from the governor of Coahuila 
to get in contact with the American 
troops and force them out of Mexico. 


FEARS ARE FELT 
FOR AMERICANS. 


El Paso, Texas, June 11.—Unéasiness 
as to the results of the anti-Ameri- 
can agitation in Chihuahua was mani- 
fest in almost every quarter here and 
in Juarez tonight. A mass meeting 
of all male natives was scheduled to 
be held in Chihuahua City today, 0os- 
tensibly to protest against the Ameri- 
can troops remaining in Mexico.

New Orleans, La., June 11.—While 
the cotton market stood at the ad- 
Vance throughout last week, no very 
important gains were scored, and the 
_ Close was at a net rise of 21 to 29 points. 
«~The highest prices were reached on 
Thursday, when the trading months 
were 26 to 33 points above the pre- 
vious week’s close. 

Bullish feeling was stimulated main- 
ly by the better feeling in the spot 
department, where it was claimed that 
‘the recent wide decline in ocean freight 
Tates had stimulated the export de- 
.mand. Shipments to foreign ports last 
week from all United States ports 
Were 133,986 bales, against 130,807 the 
previous week, and 113,869 the same 
week last year. Some spot people stat- 
- ed much important business which had 


ca > ‘been hanging fire for some time had 


been put through as the result of low- 
er freight rates. 

Bearish traders were encouraged by 
the favorable weather over the belt and 
the appearance of the first bale of the 
new crop in Texas, on June 8 a new 
record date. The bear side, however, 
Was hampered by the constant cover- 
_tng of the Liverpool short straddle in- 

terest on this side of the water, and 

aiso the covering of local July shorts, 
_ although it was generally believed the

The matter of the acreage 
promises to become of increased inter- 
est from now on, owing to the approach 
of the government’s preliminary esti- 
mate of the area planted. This estimate 
is generally expected to be bearish. 

Too much rain this week probably 
would have an instant effect on val- 
ues and work for higher levels. 


LARGE FOREIGN ORDERS 
ARE PLACED FOR STEEL 


Fully Million Tons Will Be Re- 
quired to Meet Foreign 
Demands. 


—— 


New York, June 11.—Export business 
is by far the most interesting phase 
of the steel industry at the moment. 
Italian state railways during the week 
ordered 38,000 tons of rails from the 
United States Steel Products cempany 
and Italy has bought 20,000 to 25,000 
tons Bessemer and basic’pig iron from 
Pennsylvania furnaces. France has 
placed several orders for projectiles in 
New Jersey and Virginia requiring 
about 12,000 tons of forgings, billets 
and steel rounds. Russia is in the mar- 
ket for about 175,000 tons of barbed 
wire and France is developing plans 
for placing heavy orders for billets, 
slabs and rounds for 1917 shipment. 

It is worthy of note, that with the 
exception of marine steel, all of the 
important contracts for export thus far 
placed are for delivery in 1916, but the 
heavy business now pending will call 
for next vear'’s shipments. In the ag- 
g@regate fully 1,000,000 tons will be re- 
cuired to meet foreign demands. _— 

The United States Steel corporation 
Saturday reported an increase of 108,- 
247 tons in unfilled orders in May, 
making a total of 9,937,798 tons now 
carried by the various subsidiary com- 
panies. The May output of steel ingots 
was approximately 1,800,000 tons and 
of rolled steel 1,430,000 tons. Ship- 
ments of finished products were esti- 
mated at 1,350,000 tons and the orders 
booked at 1,458,000 tons. Domestic rail- 
roads are showing more interest in the 
purchase of railroad equipment. The 
Denver and Rio Grande has ordered 500 
more box cars, the Baltimore and Ohio 
and the Southern ratHroad each 1,000 
box cars, the Pennsytvania has come 
into the market for 5,000 gondola cars 
and the Virginia railway has given 
sample orders for four gondola cars 
preparatory to placing orders for 1,500 
cars. The Union Pacific has placed an- 
other order for rails, about 25,000 tons, 
and a southern road has bought 10,000 
tons from an eastern mill. The princi- 
pal feature of interest in_ structural 
work was the taking of bids on nearly 
63,000 tons of steel for subway and ele- 
yated railroad extensions in New York 
city contracts for which probably will 

. be placed in the near future. Steel

Wire Edge Is Off Demand 
for Time Being, Says 
Bradstreet. 


Bradstreet’s report says: | 

Recessions from past feverish activ- 
ity confirm the belief that the wire 
edge is off demand for the time being 
at least. Consequently trade, partly 
because of mid-season conditions, is 
quieter, new business received by man- 
ufacturers is lighter, distribution by re- 
tail dealers has been clogged by cool, 
rainy weather over a wide area, cereal 
crop news is disappointing, there is 
more talk about buying having been 
carried to extremes during the recent 
impulsive movement, and reselling of 
speculatively held products, combined 
with the disposition of buyers in gen- 
eval to hold aloof from markets that 
are deemed entirely too high, causes a 
quite general shading of prices. Still, 
order books in most lines are over- 
crowded, the leading industries are 
strained to the point of superabundant 
activity, labor is even harder to get 
than heretofore, and because of the 


‘scarcity of help, steel mills are unable 


to increase outputs. Inordinately high 
price levels for materials essential for 
manufacturing shoes have caused some 
concerns to counsel final purveyors to 
exercise conservatism in buying, and in 
the textile lines the rule is to be more 
cautious about making further commit- 
ments. In fact, recent developments 
seem to indicate that numerous inter- 
ests, acting as if by auto-suggestion, 
are more prone to welcome recessions, 
it being recognized that the price fac- 
tor was destined to curtail consump- 
tion. Lumber, some grades of finished 
teel, pig iron, spelter, lead, tin and 

timony are lower, while better distri- 
bution of vessel tonnage has slightly 
eased ocean freight rates. Bradstreet’s 
rice index has again moved lower. 
owever. it must be conceded that the 
country is likely to move along at a 
swift pace for some time to come. 


DESULTORY WEEK 
ON STOCK MARKET 


Dealings Were Restricted 
Because of Political Con- 
ventions—Progress in the 
Motor Group on Report of 
Large Mergers. 


New York, June 11.—Wall street op- 
erations last week were desultory with 


the results of the political conven- 
tions in doubt when Saturday's ses- 
sion ended. 

Cautious dealings were restricted to 
the trading element. High grade rails 
advanced substantially, but the motor 
group and its accessories were under 
the restraints imposed by banking in- 
terests. Further progress was report- 
ed, however, toward the completion of 
several large mergers in that indus- 
try. . 
There was a marked revival of spec- 
ulative interest in some of the 
low priced railway shares. Southern 
and southwestern issues shared to an 
unusual degree in this movement. Coal- 
ers were the outstanding features of 
that division with Norfolk and West- 
ern at the new high price of 1375s. 

United States Steel recovered much 
of its former prominence on the rise 
to 86% and the shares of independent 
steel and iron companies were in- 
creasingly active at irregular gains. 
Coppers made Only languid response 
to the declaration of numerous in- 
creased: or “extra’’ dividends. 

Shipping shares were conspicuous for 
their further gains with new records 
for Mercantile marine preferred and 
United Fruit. Other new maximums 
included some of the sugar issues and 
United States Smelting. 

Foreign exchange markets were lit- 
tle changed. 

A temporary advance in call money 
to 4 per cent was ascribed in part to 
an extensive loan made by local bank- 
ers to British interests. Time loans 
and mercantile paper also stiffened. 


COTTON GOODS MARKET 
SHOWS GOOD DEMAND 


New York, June 11.—Wide print 
cloths have eased in price this week and 
40-inch sheetings for the bag trade con- 
tinue dull.. Otherwise there is very 
little to indicate any easing in cotton 
goods. Many colored goods lines are 
being sold ahead for delivery to the 
balance of the year at full prices and 
wide sheetings continue very firm. 
Duck markets are exceedingly firm 
with the demand from home and ex- 
port markets good. The fine and fancy 
goods converters are making conces- 
sions to move out the balance of their 
styled fabrics and. buyers are ready to 
purchase what is shown. Jobbers who 
have recently been in this market ex- 
press surprise at the meager offerings 
of spot merchandise, especially staples. 
The scarcity of cotton blankets and 
some other lines of napped cottons ap- 

ears to be growing. The cool weather 
1as been much against retail distribu- 
tion of sheer summer fabrics. Yarn 
markets rule firm with the situation 
largely in the control of spinners. Knit 
goods for sprine have been opened and 
jobbers are making unsually good com- 
mitments at prices averaging from 15 
to 20 per cent higher than last year. 
Mills are very active and are generally 
well supplied with business for the bal- 
ance of the cotton year. Prices quoted 
are as follows: Print cloths, 38-inch, 
64x64s, 4%c; 64x608, 4c; 38%-inch, 64x 
64s, 5%c; brown sheetings, southern 
standards, 8%c; denims, 2.20s, indigo, 
18c; tickings, 15%c; staple ginghams, 
8c; standard prints, 7c; dress ging- 
hams, 10%c.

More Convincing Signs of 
Turn in Price Situation, 
Says Dun’s Report. 


+ 


Dun’s report says: 

Leading industries still surpass in 
actual output the work of any previous 
year, and in most cases capacity opera- 
tions are assured for months to come, 
labor conditions permitting. On strict- 
ly domestic business, however, the rush 
to buy has clearly abated, and there 
are more definite and convincing signs 
of a turn in the price situation. While 
in some lines the crest apparently has 
not yet been attained and premiums 
continue effective, in others yielding 
tendencies are noted and in certain in- 
stances pressure to sell is less conspic- 
uous by its absence. Recessions have 
occurred mainly in raw materials, but 
also in a few manufactured products, 
and there are reports of concessions 
made as a stimulus to retail distribu- 
tion, which has again been retarded by 
unsettled weather. Since the point has 
been reached at which the high costs 
are checking consumptive demands, the 
evidence of a halting in the advances 
and of a trend toward reaction cannot 
be regarded as other than wholesome 
in their bearing on the future. 

Fundamental conditions are also 
strengthened by the more restrained 
and cautious policy of buyers, and it 
is reassuring that there is a more gen- 
eral disposition to avoid speculative ex- 
cesses than might be expected after 
months of exceptional prosperity. In- 
ternational uncertainties and doubts as 
to the economic changes that must fol- 
low the war, are in this respect produc- 
tive of good. But while most business 
interests are inclined toward greater 
conservatism, there ic no lessening of 
confidence im the ability of the nation 
to adjust itself to any new conditions 
that may arise. Never before were 
commerce and industry so strongly in- 
trenched and while money is tightening 
in spite of the large gold importations, 
nothing resembling stringency is 
threatened. The crop situation leaves 
something to be desired, but prospects 
have recently improved and, with large 
stocks of the leading staples carried 
over, the country’s agricultural posi- 
tion seems secure. 


TWO NEUTRAL VESSELS 
DESTROYED BY MINES 


London, June 11.—The Norwegian 
steamer, Prosper III., has struck a mine 
and sunk. The first officer of the ves- 
sel is believed to be the only survivor. 
She sailed from Newport News May 20 
for LaPallice, France. 

The Prosper III. was of 4,297 gross 
cone 364 feet long and was built in

Today is the forty-first anniversary 
of Alexander Graham Bell's demonstra- 
tion that sound could be conveyed over 
a wire by an undulatory current of 
electricity excited by the vibration of 
a metal diaphragm close to the end of 
a magnet and reproduced by a similar 
instrument at the other end which re- 
versed the process and gave forth au- 
dible sounds. Since then hundreds. of 
improvements have been made and 
patented, but the basic principle of Op- 
eration is the same. Dr. Bell not only 
invented the telephone, but discovered 
and defined the principle that governs 
its operation, the undulatory current 
of electricity. 

Since that day the business world has 
been revolutionized by the telephone. 
Without it the skyscrapers of New 
York would never have been built be- 
cause communication by messenger be- 
tween offices and other places of busi- 
ness would have been too slow, and it 
would have been impossible to install 
enough elevators to accommodate them. 
There are 100 telephone messages for 
every messenger that goes forth on 
foot, and the telephone message literal- 
ly travels at lightning speed and with 
absolute certainty. 

The telephone is the greatest econ- 
omy effected in business methods. A 
business man has to think before he 
acts, but he can put his thoughts into 
action instantaneously by using the 
telephone. Today its radius has been 
eo entended that a banker in San Fran- 
cisco can call up his correspondent in 
New York. The time consumed is only 
one-fifteenth of a second, an interval 
that the human senses cannot note. At 
the outbreak of the war a broker deal- 
ing in drugs and chemicals bought va- 
rious lots of his specialties from some 
sixty wholesale houses and manufac- 
turers’ agents in one day, and made a 
fortune for himself and his clients. He 
could not have called on that number 
of men personally and closed that num- 
ber of contracts in two weeks—or 
longer in this case because many of 
the houses from which he bought were 
located in other cities. He would not 
have taken $100,000 for his telephone 
that day. The telephone gives us con- 
fidence in our fellow men, for it is 
seldom indeed that a contract made 
by telephone is repudiated and very 
rarely is there any honest misunder- 
standing, which proves its efficiency. 
None can estimate its effect on busi- 
ness and real estate values. Deprived 
of it, modern business methods would 
be reduced to chaos, yet men still in 
the prime of life can recall its advent.

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Buying Rush Now Quieter, {GERMANS FAILED 


Say the Financial Reports 


TO ROUSE INDIA 


Repeated Attempts to En- 
gineer Uprising Against 
Britain Resulted in Noth- 
ing—Tried to Raise Holy 
War.” 


London, June 2.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—The chance for 
a successful invasion of India by the 
Germanic allies, if ever there was a 
time when such an enterprise could 
have been attempted with any ship 
success, is past. An unprecedented op- 
portunity which was given the Germans 
early in the war to try their hand at 
causing disaffection among the natives 
and to attempt the launching of an at- 
tack through the tribesmen from. the 
northwest was seized upon and failed 
of the desired results and there now is 
no fear that the vast Indian empire 
will be lost to Great Britain by an in- 


|vasion through Afghanistan. 


Situation in India. 


These views were expressed to the 
Associated Press by Lieutenant Colonel 
Sir Francis: Younghusband, leader of 
the mission to Thibet in 1904, and for 
many years in the government service 
in India, who described the situation 
in India particularly during the early 
period of the war. 

When the viceroy of India, early in 
the war, sent out of the country almost 
all the British troops in order to re- 
inforce the hard pressed entente al- 
lies in the various theaters of opera- 
tions he created a unique situation in 
which the loss or retention of India by 
Great Britain depended on the continu- 
ed loyalty of the natives, said Sir Fran- 
cis. It was a bold move, but Lord 
Hardige, then viceroy, had his hand 
on the pulse of the country; he felt 
that he knew the temper of his people, 
and he believed in them. 

Had a revolt developed, continued Sir 
Francis, the blame would have fallen 
on the shoulders of the viceroy, but 
Lord Hardinge’s confidence in the na- 
tives was justified. 


Attempts by Germans. 


Sir Francis outlined the situation in 
India at the outbreak of the war and 
told of the German attempts at a con- 
quest. 

“On the far side of the northwest 
frontier of India,” he said, ‘‘!are warlike 
and hot-blooded races. It is from that 
direction that all conquerors of India 
except the British have broken through. 
India at the commencement of the war 
dispatched a far greater number of 
both British and Indian troops than 
had ever before been sent from India. 

“At this very time, too, the Germans 
were pressing hard toward Calais to 
strike at the very heart of the empire. 
There was a revolt engineered by Ger- 
many in South Africa. Indians. were 
returning from America with German 
aid to stir up a revolution in India it- 
self. The German cruiser Emden was 
bombarding the coast towns of India 
and harrying merchants on the sea 
The Turks were preparing to 
cut the Suez canal and sever India from 
England. What more fitting opportu- 
nity could be found for striking a blow 
at British power in India than by 
5 aasaataed the fierce tribesmen against 


Tried to Raise Jehad. 


“Our enemy, of course, saw this. Of 
recent years the amir of Afghanistan 
had employed Turkish officers for the 
instruction of his army. More Turkish 
officers now appeared in his country. 
Germans also arrived and money and 
masses of inflammatory literature. 

“They tried to raise a jehad, a holy 
war. They made these wild hill men 
believe that the German emperor was 


a Mohammedan and the divinely ap-. 


poracet protector of Islam. And they 
oped to start off these Afghanis and 
with them thousands of headstrong 
tribesmen in the wake of great con- 
querorg of the past M™ one great ava- 
lanche of invasion upon the open plains 
of India. 

“It was a very obvious project for an 
enemy to form. But nearly 22 months 
have gone by and it has not yet mate- 
rialized. There have been raids and 
fights upon the frontier—seven serious 
attacks by independent tribesmen. But 
there are no two vears when there are 
not raids and fights. And the great 
outstanding fact is that the amir of Af- 
ghanistan has stood steadfastly by the 
assurance Of neutrality which he gave 
Lord Hardinge at the outbreak of the 
war. The German emperor himself 
wrote the amir letters trying to induce 
him to proclaim a jehad, but the amir 
has stood firm by his promises.” 


Now It’s the Grocteria.

What does the “cafeteria” grocery 
forecast, cafeteria everything else? In 
the Santa Monica bay district, near Los 
Angeles, you go into a “groceteria,”’ 
fill your basket with what vou find 
you need, then proceed to the cashier's 
desk and have your purchases checked 
up. The cashier is the only one who 
“tends store,’ and all the groceries are 
laid out within reach of the purchasers 
and labeled with the price. 

The gradual development of the sys- 
tem of putting nearly every kind of 
groceries in tins, cartons, bottles and 
crates must have led to the evolu¢ion 
of the groceteria. . 

There was once a confectionery estab- 
lishment in which customers paid 25 


cents and were then given permission 
to help themselves from open trays to 
all the candy they could eat, but not to 
carry any away. It was found to be 
profitable because most customers dis- 
covered their appetite cloyed before 
having exhausted 25 cents’ worth. 
Having opened the door, when may 
we look for the “haberdasheteria” and 


the “booketeria?” However, the book 
store has nearly reached that stage al- 
ready where familiar browsers take 
and restore books on the shelves, and 
finally carry their selections to a wait- 
ing clerk; while the bargain counter 
in the department store is universally 
the ‘scene of heaven help you if you 
don’t help yourself.
